RECORD  NUMBER  OF  TURKEYS  EXPECTED 


A record  137.9  million  turkeys  are  expected  to  be  raised  in  1976, 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  level  is  11  percent  above 
last  year  and  4 percent  above  the  previous  high  of  132.2  million  raised 
in  1973. 


Heavy  breed  turkeys  raised  in  1976  are  expected  to  total ^nearly 
120.2  million,  up  10  percent  from  the  109.3  million  raised  in  1975. 
Light  breed  turkeys  raised  during  1976  are  estimated  at  17.8  million, 
a 19  percent  increase  from  the  number  raised  a year  ago. 


Turkey  poults  hatched  from  September  1975  through  July  1976  were 
12  percent  above  the  corresponding  period  a year  earlier.  Heavy  breeds 
were  up  10  percent  and  light  breeds  up  19  percent.  Turkey  eggs  in 
incubators  on  August  1,  1976  were  8 percent  below  the  number  in  incuba- 
tors a year  ago.
